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Some observations on 
ultra-early Cymipiaiums 
in Australia 


by Neville and Judy Schaefer 


m has been a steady interest in the 
= development of — ultra-early 
cymbidiums (usually defined in the 
Southern Hemisphere as flowering for 
Mother’s Day). However, it has only 
been in the last decade that we have 
seen the rapid popularisation of this 
type of cymbidium for both commer- 
cial and hobbyist growers alike. This 
rapid upsurge in popularity has been 
largely the result of the success of the 
tetraploid Peter Pan for the breeding of 
intermediate cymbidiums and of vari- 
ous Trigo Royale clones for the breed- 
ing of the standards. The impact of 
these breeding lines will be discussed 
in this article, together with an assess- 
ment of future breeding trends for 
Mother’s Day flowering cymbidiums 
in Australia. 

In both the Northern and Southern 
Hemispheres there has been a push for 
early flowers suitable for the cut flower 
trade. In the Northern Hemisphere, 
this push has traditionally been for 
reliable Christmas flowers (equivalent 
to June 25th in the Southern Hemi- 
sphere). More recently in Europe, there 
has been a desire to displace the later 
Southern Hemisphere cut flower im- 
ports. In Australia the push has been 
for Mother’s Day flowers which, ex- 
cept for ourselves, John and Melita 
Gulbis and Ross and Aileen Gowling, 
have been basically ignored with most 
commercial cut flower growers con- 
centrating on the export market which 
starts after the Northern hemisphere 
flowers have finished (usually in early 
June). The advent of the Cymbidium 
pot plant market and the excellent 
prices created by the large demand for 
Mother’s Day flowers and pot plants 
have greatly stimulated the interest in 
ultra-early Cymbidiums. 

However, before the 1980’s, four 
problems arose with Mother’s Day 
Cymbidium flowers which reduced 
their popularity in Australia: (1) even 
the earliest of the standard 
Cymbidiums bred in the Northern 
Hemisphere had not been always re- 
liable in their Mother’s Day flowering 
time in Australia; (2) hot Autumns 
invariably led to bud drop. This was 
particularly pronounced with plants 
having Cym. hookerianum (Cym. gra- 
ndiflorum) in their background; (3) 
flower quality was not high; (4) the few 
intermediates available were basically 
suitable only for pot plants not for cut 
flowers or showbench. 

Despite these problems, standard 
cymbidiums are still possible in April/ 
early May given that this is the typical

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flowering time of the 2 key early 
species, Cym. erythrostylum and Cym. 
tracyanum. However, one of the prob- 
lems faced by the early hybridists of 
Mother’s Day standards is that the 
Cym. erythrostylum influence was at 
diploid level until the advent of 
Earlybird ‘Pacific’, a chance tetraploid 
or more probably a near tetraploid. 
This tetraploid breakthrough occurred 
far later than with the Spring flowering 
hybrids bred from  Alexanderi 
“Westonbirt’. Early. breeding was 
further complicated by the use of 


= 


Cym. tracyanum which while, provid- 
ing very desirable characteristics 
(flower count, stem length, vigour) 
imparted poor flower keeping qual- 
ities. This (plus the diploid status of 
the earlies) delayed development of 
the ultra-earlies because hybridisers 
were forced to cross back on hybrids 
with better flower keeping qualities. 
These, of course, flowered later (Cym. 
lowianum has been traditionally re- 
garded aS imparting good keeping 
qualities but this flowers in October/ 
November). Cym. erythrostylum has 
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its own problems with stem strength, 
stem length and number of flowers. 
What was needed was the concentra- 
tion of the desirable genes from these 
two early species. This occurred in the 
Earlyana cross (Earlybird x Louisana) 
where Cym. erythrostylum is one 
grandparent and Cym. tracyanum oc- 
curs in the lineage of both parents. 
Earlyana ‘Starlight’, a polyploid near 
Mother’s Day bloomer, formed the 
basis of the pioneering ultra-early stan- 
dard breeding in Australia. 

At Cecil Park, the Gulbis’ best 
known Earlyana cross was with Henry 
Davis with var ‘Rosie’ supplying an 
important part of their Mother’s Day 
crop. Other successful Mother’s Day 
clones were (Earlyana x _  Lirio) 
‘Mother’s Day’ and Lyana ‘Limelight’ 
(Earlyana x Lucy). All these showed 
sufficient reliability and freedom from 
bud drop to justify their commercial 
propagation on a scale unmatched by 
other commercial growers in Austra- 
lia. Again in Sydney, George Haabels 
hybridised Snow Eagle ‘Maylene’ 
(Snowbird x Fred Stewart), a near 
Mother’s Day heavy substance clear 
white which, despite some problems, 
has produced many excellent Mother’s 
Day seedlings, especially with the in- 
termediates. George had converted 
some of his early flowering diploids to 
tetraploid status, the most important 
of these was Valley Flame ‘Kiandra’ 
which has given us some exciting new 
seedlings with Trigo Royale ‘Sunny’. 

In South Australia, Ross and Aileen 
Gowling pioneered a number of 
Mother’s Day standards with a series 
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of crosses from a chance tetraploid 
seedling from Stewart’s selfing of 
Earlyana ‘Starlight’. This seedling, 
Earlyana ‘Maytime’, first flowered in 
1966 and was used in several success- 
ful crosses. Of these, the Luana cross 
(with Lunagrad ‘Elanora’) produced 
two good Mother’s Day clones ‘Pink 
Champagne’ and ‘Imperial’ which 
were free of bud drop. The Luminya 
cross (with Sirius ‘Aminya’) produced 
one reliable Mother’s Day flowerer, 
Luminya ‘Imperial’. Luana ‘Imperial’ 
was apparently a chance tetraploid and 
has been used with, amongst others, 
Fred Stewart ‘Polaris’ to produce some 
nice ultra-early whites and was 
backcrossed to Earlyana ‘Maytime’ to 
give the Minyana cross which gives 
reliable Mother’s Day blooming. Un- 
fortunately a number of these crosses 
have produced spikes which require 
careful training, a characteristic which 
has been largely overcome by using a 
different line of Earlyana breeding — 
the Trigo Royales. 

So, to sum up the scene in the early 
1980s, the better Mother’s Day flower- 
ing cymbidiums in Australia were 
developed largely from Earlyana ‘Star- 
light’ and Earlyana ‘Maytime’. Except 
for the best clones, the problems com- 
monly encountered were a combin- 
ation of failure to reliably flower for 
Mother’s Day, some susceptability to 
bud drop, only fair flower quality and 
sometimes less than desirable spike 
habit. Two developments arose to 
help overcome these problems: Don 
Wimber’s conversion of the inter- 
mediate Peter Pan “Greensleeves’ to

tetraploid status and the use of various 
Trigo Royales as parents of ultra-early 
standards. The arrival of Peter Pan 
‘Greensleeves’ seedlings heralded a 
new era for quality intermediates be- 
fore Mother’s Day. 

The original cross of (Cym. 
ensifolium x Cym. Miretta) was regis- 
tered as C. Peter Pan by Dos Pueblos 
in 1957. Peter Pan ‘Greensleeves’ 2N 
was a good grower with compact foli- 
age and a very reliable bloomer in late 
Summer. Very importantly, it has 
strong resistance to bud drop. The 
flowers were a nice green with a vivid 
red lip inherited from Miretta. Peter 
Pan ‘Greensleeves’ 2N had one serious 
problem — it was a reluctant breeder 
— no doubt due to the fact that a 
significant number of chromosomes 
from Cym. ensifolium were too dis- 
similar from the Miretta 
chromosomes for meiosis to properly 
occur resulting in nearly complete ster- 
ility. Wimber’s work on colchicine 
induced tetraploids successfully cre- 
ated a tetraploid Peter Pan 
‘Greensleeves’ which was popularised 
first with Jim Burkey’s (at Santa 
Barbara Orchid Estate) very successful 
Sue cross (Peter Pan x Showgirl) and 
then with Andy Easton’s extensive use 
of Peter Pan ‘Greensleeves’ 4N with a 
range of quality tetraploids. Typically 
we call (Peter Pan x another 
cymbidium) a primary Peter Pan hy- 
brid, and a ((Peter Pan x another 
cymbidium) x (Peter Pan x another 
cymbidium)) a second generation 
Peter Pan hybrid. Over the years, we 
have flowered many tetraploid Peter 
Pan hybrids and we feel well placed to 
make the following general observa- 
tions about these. 

1. Even when crossed onto the later 
Spring flowering tetraploids, most of 
the primary Peter Pan hybrids have 
flowered before Mother’s Day, some 
as early as January and February. 

2. When crossed onto good keeping 
cut flower tetraploids, the keeping 
quality was good. When crossed onto 
diploids, poorer keeping tetraploids 
and miniature cymbidiums, keeping 
quality was disappointing but excep- 
tions occurred in even the poorest 
keeping crosses. Before breeding for 
cut flowers, the keeping qualities of 
any potential parent, whether standard 
or intermediate, must be tested. This 
will be one of the key criteria used by 
the Cymbidium Club of Australia in 
their forthcoming awards for cut 
flower cymbidiums. The Cymbidium 
Club of Australia is undertaking a 
major expansion and all cymbidium 
growers, novice through to commer- 
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cial, would be well advised to check 
out the activities it is planning. 

3. Peter Pan tends to let the colour 
of the other parent through in its 
breeding. This has resulted in a very 
worthwhile percentage of good whites, 
pinks, yellows, greens, oranges and 
even near reds, depending upon the 
other parent being used. 

4. Spike habits have been basically 
straight and strong with good length of 
spike with the spike habit of the other 
parent having a definite although lim- 
ited effect. Thus the Mesa Zia (Peter 
Pan x Jolity) have superb strong 
straight racemes, but the Wild Col- 
onial Boy (Peter Pan x Coraki) and 
Pink Peach (Peter Pan x Rincon) 
crosses, while being quite acceptable, 
tend to have shorter spikes than the 
average. 

5. What has been described as Peter 
Pan ticking in the older leaves has 
been a problem in certain crosses. This 
shows up on the underside of older 
leaves as black markings, being quite 
unsightly on the oldest foliage. This 
was a major problem on Coraki, Lady 
Moxham and Rincon crosses with 
Peter Pan but often these plants can be 
detected in community pots and dis- 
carded. Most breeders have been care- 
ful not to use clones with leaf ticking 
for second generation crosses with the 
result that there should be few dis- 
cards. If this characteristic is the influ- 
ence of a recessive gene, it is possible a 
low percentage will occur even when 
both parents have clean foliage. 

6. Sepal staining can be a problem 
especially in high light conditions. We 
grow and flower all our ultra-early 
cymbidiums under 32% shade with 
the not unexpected result that 
sunburning will occur. We are always 
looking to make non-staining crosses 
and we have found that most of the 
(Sue ‘Moonglow’ x Snow Eagle) and 
(Sue ‘Moonglow’ x self) to be non- 
staining even under 32% shade. Of the 
other crosses, the Sunbreezes (Peter 
Pan x Cariga) and the Green Glass 
(Peter Pan x Miretta) were particularly 
easy to sunburn. Despite this problem 
with the Sunbreeze, it has been one of 
the best crosses for us, along with (Sue 
x Snow Eagle) and (Peter Pan x Fancy 
Free). Our (Peter Pan x Fancy Free) 
‘Ivory Tower is a magnificent tall 
spiking shapely white combining the 
strengths of both parents. 

7. Shape has been particularly good 
when shapely tetraploids were used as 
the other parent. The Sunbreeze, 
Maureen Grapes (Peter Pan x Sussex 
Moor) and Wild Colonial Boy crosses 
were very good, while the Artful 
Dodger (Peter Pan Xx Wallara) and

8. Plant size and growth have been 
respectively compact and vigorous, 
with good size plants quickly formed, 
often flowering first up with 2 or more 
spikes. 

9. Bud drop has not been a problem, 
although a few of the primary Peter 
Pan hybrids which have been crossed 
with some Winter flowering standards 
have shown limited susceptability. We 
have not experienced any significant 
bud drop on any of our Peter Pan or 
Trigo Royale hybrids this year, a year 
noted for its exceptional and sustained 
hot weather. 

10. Flowering has been free with 


some clones multispiking, especially 
Mesa Zia, (Sue x Snow Eagle), (Snow 
Eagle x Peter Pan), (Sue x self), (Peter 
Pan x Rod Stewart). An exception was 
Artful Dodger which needed to be a 
very full pot to flower, like its parent 
Wallara ‘Gold Nugget’. 

11. Flower size has ranged from 
around 70mm to some flowers over 
90mm eg (Peter Pan x Sylvan Star), 
(Peter Pan x Lady Moxham). Flowers 
under 70mm wide were obtained from 
Peter Pan crosses onto tetraploid in- 
termediates eg Play Misty (Peter Pan x 
Olymilum), Autumn Fire (Peter Pan x 
Chief Joseph) and (Maureen Grapes x 
Olymilum) — a new albino line for 
ultra-early miniatures and intermedi- 
ates. Hybridising the larger flowered 
Peter Pan hybrids with early flowering 
standard tetraploids is giving us an- 
other avenue for developing ultra- 


early standards which have reliable 
flowering times and freedom from bud 
drop. 

Other tetraploid intermediate 
cymbidium breeding lines are giving 
us flowers regularly before Mother’s 
Day. An exceptional cross producing 
pastel but bright pinks ideally suited 
for cut flowers has been (Snow Eagle x 
Minneken) 4N. This cross regularly 
starts flowering before the first week in 
May producing multibulb plants 
quickly (a Cym. floribundum charac- 
teristic) with tall straight stems, again 
with a percentage multispiking. 

Another very successful parent that 
we have used is the tetraploid Katydid 
‘Veridian’. When crossed onto 
Melinga ‘Golden Surprise’ 4N, the 
result has been an exceptionally fine 
cross of Mother’s Day yellow and 
some green pure colour intermediates 
on good spikes free from bud drop. 
The first spikes are reliably out in the 


last week in April. Snow Eagle 
‘Maylene’ crossed with the Katydid 
produced flowers from cream to pale 
orange most with good upright stems. 
Selfing of these will yield some very 
interesting white pure colours, al- 
though with these selfings we can only 
expect 1 in 16 to be albinos and of 
these, only a percentage will be white! 
Katydid ‘Veridian’ 4N is an excellent 
grower and when crossed onto stan- 
dard tetraploids quickly forms multi- 
bulb intermediates which regularly 
spike 3 up on a first flowering. Many 
of the earlier flowering tetraploid 
Cym. floribundum hybrids, when 
crossed onto a near Mother’s Day 
flowering tetraploid standard, will give 
a worthwhile percentage for Mother’s 
Day. These, plus some other ultra- 
early flowering intermediates includ- 
ing 2 Pendragon clones, will be exam- 
ined in a later article. 7, 
Far more exciting than the primary 


Peter Pan hybrids themselves have 
been the crosses bred from these pri- 
mary hybrids: our (Sue ‘Moonglow’ x 
Snow Eagle) have been magnificent 
producing tall miultispiking non- 
staining whites and some creams. The 
best of these for shape is ‘Perfection’ 
with its lovely concolour lip and up to 
16 creamy white blooms. The (Sue 
‘Moonglow’ x Trigo Royale ‘Sunny’) 
and (Sue ‘Waitohu’ x Trigo Royale 
‘Sunny‘) produce striking whites, 
creams and yellows on tall straight 
spikes. Our cross of Maureen Grapes 
‘Natalie’ with Wild Colonial Boy 
‘Peter’ started flowering last year, the 
best being ‘Alexandra’ a magnificent 
very shapely green with a vivid red lip. 
(Sue ‘Moonglow’ x self) resulted in a 
high percentage of intense white 
flowers. (Sue ‘Moonglow’ x Wallacia 
‘Burnt Orange’ 4N) were attractive 
bright oranges with striking red lips — 
some with reasonably good shape. 
Several crosses with Mini Goddess 
(Peter Pan x Sleeping Dream) have 
resulted in appealing oranges and 
salmons with excellent multi-spiking 
characteristics. (Sue x Rolling Stone) 
are giving tough 65mm deep pink 
flowers on strong upright racemes. All 
of the above flower before Mother’s 
Day. 

While some second generation Peter 
Pan hybrids (especially from Sue) 
have been flowering for quite a few 
years, most are now just starting to 
flower in quantity. As such, it is a little 
too early to make generalised com- 
ments, although even now some very 
interesting and unexpected results 
seem to be occurring. Certainly devel- 
opments in quality are occurring very 
rapidly with the percentage success 
being vastly superior to primary Peter 
Pan hybrids. Colours are intensified 
and clearer with far less sun staining. 
Spikes are still very good. Lip mark- 
ings have become very variable rang- 
ing from concolours to the normal red 
Peter Pan labellum, as weil as all 
degrees of red markings. 

Since the advent of Peter Pan, the 
use of Trigo Royale has pioneered new 
standards of excellence in the Mother’s 
Day standards. After discussing the 
problem concerning Trigo Royale 
parentage with Andy Easton, his as- 
sessment is that the most likely 
parentage of Trigo Royale is not 
(October x Rosinante) but rather 
(October ‘Comet’ x Earlyana). The 
cross was made by Clayton Smith in 
California with pollen from an 
unnamed, probably triplod, Earlyana 
seedling from Ed Cardoza. October 
‘Comet’ carried up to 40 creamy off-

white flowers on a good tall spike. 
This no doubt accounts for the su- 
perior spikes on the best Trigo Royales 
and the exceptional spikes which have 
been produced on some Trigo Royale 
progeny when crossed onto some stan- 
dard tetraploids. While several Trigo 
Royale clones have been used, the 
results from ‘Sunny’ and as of late ‘C1’ 
have been outstanding and we are now 
concentrating on these two, although 
‘Ridgeway’, ‘Offs White’ and ‘Offs 
Cream’ have produced some excellent 
results. Trigo Royale ‘C1’ was of suf- 
ficient high quality to have been 
mericloned by John and Melita Gulbis 
for large scale commercial Mother’s 
Day white cut flowes. Various Trigo 
Royales have been used with many of 
the same 4N standards as were used 
with Peter Pan. Once again the (Trigo 
Royale x Cariga) have been very good, 
(Trigo Royale x Fanfare) have been 
good although foliage size 1s a prob- 
lem, (Trigo Royale x Thanksgiving) 
having been exceptionally good. (Trigo 
Royale x Coraki) has produced a num- 
ber of dramatic yellows in the Tracey 
Reddaway cross. From Alvin Bryant’s 
cross, we flowered a magnificent 
(Trigo Royale x Winter Paradise) — a 
near concolour white with vertical 
spikes of 20+ flowers, multi-spiking 
with about one quarter open for 
Mother’s Day. The (Trigo Royale x 
Poetic Fair), (Trigo Royale x 
Cronulla), (Trigo Royale x Via Mar 
Tranquilla), (Trigo Royale x Angelica) 
and (Trigo Royale x Valley Flame) 
have given a percentage of fine 
Mother’s Day flowers. For colours we 
have high expectations for our (Trigo 
Royale x Red Beauty 4N) crosses, 
some of which are flowering first up 
this year 2 years ex flask with up to 3 
spikes per plant for Mother’s Day. Of 
the pinks, a very superior cross for us 
has been Matipo (Rincon x Mem. Ken 
Blackman), the best of which is ‘Pink 
Globe’ which multiple spikes and is 
out for Mother’s Day most years. An 
excellent cross should be (Matipo 
‘Pink Globe’ x Trigo Royale ‘Cl’). 
What we are doing is either inter- 
crossing the earliest of these hybrids or 
back crossing onto Trigo Royale to 
guarantee a good percentage of genu- 
ine Mother’s Day standards with good 
resistance to bud drop (see later dis- 
cussion). 

For improving the reliability of 
flowering time for Mother’s Day 
cymbidiums, it is important to recog- 
nise several different characteristics 
pertaining to spike development. Vari- 
ous species show their spikes at vary- 
ing times and these will develop at

varying rates depending upon the 
species involved. Hybrids from Peter 
Pan show their spikes early and these 
spikes develop rapidly to flower open- 
ing even under cooler night con- 
ditions. Other cultivars show spikes at 
similar times but these spikes develop 
slowly. For reliable Mother’s Day 
flowering we need to combine early 
spike initiation and rapid spike devel- 
opment. A further element that is very 
critical for us at our colder location 
(we are consistently 2 weeks later than 
the coastal areas in Sydney) is the need 
to ensure that spike development is 
not too adversely affected by cooler 
night temperatures (we can have temp- 
eratures of down to 3 degrees C in 
early May). During such cold night 
temperatures some cultivars can re- 
main in a suspended stage of develop- 
ment even with buds on the verge of 
opening. 

In the Trigo Royales, bud drop has 
not been a significant problem but it 
may well return in the very desirable 
lines of ((Trigo Royale x Early Stan- 
dard Tetrapoloid) x (Trigo Royale x 
Early Standard Tetraploid)) especially 
where both the Early Standard Tetra- 
ploids have a significant input of 
Cym. hookerianum in their back- 
ground. However one needs to be very 
careful with the examination of the 
species composition of hybrids. The 
whole purpose of intelligent hybridis- 
ing is to select for desirable genes and 
to eliminate undesirable characteris- 
tics. Thus bud retention under hot 
weather conditions can be selected for 
and assuming no problems with gene 
linkage, with a limited number of 
genes controlling this characteristic 
and full genetic crossing over occur- 
ring, bud drop could theroretically be 
eliminated in 2 generations even if it 
were a dominant characteristic. With 
careful selection of the Early Standard 
Tetraploid mentioned above (to en- 
sure characteristics such as carrying 
quality, freedom from petal edge 
bruising, shape, limited exposure to 
Cym. hookerianum and desirable foli- 
age characteristics are present), genetic 
recombination in the ((Trigo Royale x 
Early Standard Tetraploid) x (Trigo 
Royale x Early Standard Tetraploid)) 
will ensure high quality, problem free 
ultra-early standards. But remember 
that recombination works with all 
characteristics, good and bad, so that a 
percentage of seedlings will exhibit all 
the undesirable characteristics of the 
grandparents. 

In conclusion, we have been privi- 
leged to participate in many of the 
exciting developments which have oc- 
curred in ultra-early cymbidiums. We

have seen dramatic changes with the 


advent of primary and now, second 
generation Peter Pan hybrids with 
their complete range of colours and 
showbench shapes. These develop- 
ments have been very nicely com- 
plemented by the pure colour Katydid

ically desirable Minneken pinks. At 
the same time, the real value of the 
Trigo Royales as parents of the ultra- 
early standards is just starting to be

Dendrobiums 
Gardens

ownsville being in the tropics 
has native orchids with close ties 
to those which abound in New 
Guinea. Once the two land masses 
were joined so the orchids have com- 
mon ancestries. Every now and then a 
new species comes out of pockets of 
northern mountainous rainforest and 
these generally turn out to have rela- 
tives in New Guinea. The most abun- 
dant native orchids in the Townsville 
region are two spatulate dendrobes, 
namely Dendrobium discolor and D. 
canaliculatum. 

The popular name for this group is 
the antelope orchids. The antelope 
appearance of D. antennatum was I 
believe the orchid responsible for this 
naming. 

Over the years northern growers 
have had contacts with New Guinea 
Orchidophiles, Andree Miller, Min 
Korsman and the late Marj Purnell are 
names that spring to mind. One of 
Marj’s crosses (D. Kerry Lewis x D. 
Solak). We are therefore in no way 
short of species up here, many existing 
in collections before they were de- 
scribed botanically. Many of the forms 
of D. helix existed under colourful 
names which either related to the 
colour or the location in which they 
were collected e.g. ‘Pomio .Brown’, 
‘Mushroom Pink’ and “Talasea Lime 
Yellow’. D. ‘Sepik Blue’, “May River 
Red’ are others which were in collec- 
tions before they became known as D. 
lasianthera. | would say D. ‘Tangerine’ 
was around in Townsville collections 
for more than ten years before it 
became classified as D. tangerinum. 
The legacy of this is that there is some 
confusion with early crosses as not 
only were D. tangerinum and D. 
strepsiceros confused botanically but 
some how growers confused a differ- 
ent but related species D. streblocerus. 
Arguments still rage, eg D. Autumn 
Lace, as to what the real parents are for

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some established crosses. The ad hoc 
method used with botanical name 
changes and acceptance there of will 
always generate such problems. There 
needs to be a world body set up to rule 


on acceptance or rejection of orchid 
name changes. Could I diverge just for 
a moment to show how confusing the 
system is. In your orchid collection 
you could have an orchid correctly 
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labelled as Phalaenopsis psilantha or 
P. modesta or P. amboinensis or P. 
venosa or Polychilos venosa. All these 
would be botanically correct at the 
time the label was inserted yet they 
could all be botanically the same plant 
yet you could have another plant 
correctly carrying one of these names 
but this one is botanically different to 
ali the others. Impossible you say. Try 
reading the Orchid Digest, July- 
August 1983 p124-128 where P. 
yenosa was botanically described and 
you will see it is even more confusing 
than this. 

Back to the subject: D. 
canaliculatum (tea tree or onion or- 
chid) is copiously abundant here and 
has been found from about Bundaberg 
and possibly even further south of the 
islands up to New Guinea and across 
to Broome. Its abundancy should 
make this orchid what the crocodile is 
to the dinosaurs, the last survivor in 
the case of a tragedy. (From the photo- 
graphs a little of the variation in this 
species can be seen.) It is extremely 
variable. Lip colour from nil through 
partial to nearly complete, lip shape 
from nearly straight like D. johannis to 
bent nearly 90° petal shape from long 
and twisted to short and rounded and 
nearly no twist. Tepal colours from 
lime green to chocolate. I have heard 
but never had confirmed that blues 
have been found in the Mt Isa and in 
the Petford areas. Colouration can be 
full length or only top half of tepals. I 
have seen very open well displayed 
forms in the Thursday Island group 
yet small nearly closed forms from the 
Darwin area. There are great popu- 
lations of variants. 

D. discolor is a different story alto- 
gether. In this area and where ever I 
have seen them they are very similar 
and usually called the ‘Brown Orchid’ 
or the ‘Golden Orchid’. This state- 
ment appears to be belied when you 
visit collections in Townsville. 

The variations are generally a result 
of a clonal variation being discovered, 
pampered and divided by a collector 
with a discerning eye. Some clones 
carry names eg. “Beautiful Brunette’, 
‘Walsh’s Red’, ‘Jones’s Brown’. Prob- 
ably Ken McPherson could rattle offa 
dozen of his own. 

D. discolor var broomfieldii is one 
of the most beautiful spatulate 
dendrobes in the world. This is sup- 
ported by world opinion as a clone | 
believe grown by Slim Warner has 
won a world championship. I have

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observed a lot of near ‘broomfieldi’ 
plants in the wild. The colour imper- 
fections appear at different locations. I 
think several locii and maybe more 
than two chromosomes could be re- 
sponsible for colour in this plant. The 
unusual fading from brown on open- 
ing through to various combinations 
of whites and yellows on ageing makes 
deductions a bit subjective. This fad- 
ing actually enhances the beauty of a 
lot of these spatulate Dendrobiums 
which open dark. Some lovely hues 
and contrasts appear especially with D. 
tangerinum and its progeny. Don’t be 
disappointed when the flower just 
opens. 

I have been told by Ken McPherson 
who has studied D. discolor var 
broomfieldii for nearly a life-time and 
a very long one at that, that there is 
only one true D. discolor var 
broomfieldii and he calls his form 
‘robusta’. This one he says selfs giving 
all yellow to yellow greens the others 
revert to the normal D. discolor. 

Subject to the limitation I men- 
tioned above I can only explain this by 
coining a term ‘killer colour gene’. If 
such a gene exists I am equating it to 
the ‘killer gene’ which literally kulls

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animals and explains the absence of 
expected genotypes from animal popu- 
lations. 

What I am suggesting is that there 
are ‘killer colour genes’ associated with 
the many colour areas. For the 
‘broomfieldii’ to occur all the locii 
would have to have ‘killer colour 
genes’ so the probability of all occur- 
ring at once is quite low. If Ken’s 
‘robusta’ was homozygous with re- 
spect to these genes and _ other 
broomfieldiis were heterozygous to 
some degree assuming, I am only 
theorizing, the ‘killer colour gene’ to be 
dominant Ken’s plant would give all 
‘proomfieldiis’ while the others would 
give degrees of colour and infrequently 
a D. discolor var broomfieldii. Some 
poor student can now do a PhD 
proving me wrong. When spatulate 
Dendrobiums were first introduced to 
Townsville they were very popular. 
The first specialist collector I came in 
contact with was Mrs Joan Abraham. 
Her bushhouse full of these fascinating 
flowers with various colours and inter- 
esting twisted shapes were attracting 
much attention. 

A couple of years on things changed 
as the flower spikes had reached the

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roof and later again the plants had 
reached the mesh with flowers coming 
outside the shade house. Interest 
dropped as the plants were just too big. 
Growers moved them outdoors and 
strapped them to trees. Almost every 
garden in Townsville sports a spatulate 
Dendrobium somewhere on a tree. In 
non orchid circles commonly they are 
referred to as the “tree orchid’. 

The photo depicting D. helex and D. 
discolor var broomfieldii shows 
plants belonging to Mr P. Souris. 
These plants are only three years old 
having been grown from aerials. One 
has already been banished outdoors. 
Ken McPherson from the Proserpine 
area overcame the problem by intro- 
ducing D. canaliculatum into the 
breeding. This did for the spatulate 
Dendrobiums what the Ascocentrum 
has done for the Vanda. So, Ken’s D. 
Gloucester Sands, I believe, started the 
world wide trend towards smaller 
spatulate Dendrobiums. 


From what I have seen, D. 
canaliculatum has a very strong influ- 
ence on plant morphology. An excep- 
tion is with D. agrostophyllum is mini- 
mal where the cross looks like a fatter 
version of the latter species. With the 
‘tea tree orchid’ crosses the flower sizes 
range from intermediate up to nearly 
the size of the larger flowered parents. 
Spike size and flower number have 
been a spectacular success. Currently a 
line of breeding is being carried on 
with an even smaller species D. 
carronii. This is producing miniatures 
and some interesting reds. 


Other growers including Mr Keith 
Otto have taken an interest in breed- 
ing browns for example D. discolor var 
broomfieldii. x (D. gouldii x D. 
tangerinum). 

Blues are also very much in vogue, I 
have not followed the breeding for 
these but I know of bluish forms of D. 
lineale, D. gouldii and D. nindii. 

D. lineale x D. lasianthera can have

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blue tonings but much superior blues 
can be found in specialist collections 
like that of Ken Norman’s in Geru. 
Unfortunately they were not in flower 
at the time photographs were taken for 
this article. The photograph of the last 
mentioned cross brings me to the title 
of this article. It shows the ideal way of 
growing these plants outdoors in the 
tropics. In brief, keep the roots cool, 
the leaves in the sun and water every 
night. This plant has the roots in the 
shade of a shrub and growing into the 
fern peat. The leaves are obviously 
well exposed. Even though these 
plants come from the tropics they 
can’t handle hot dry conditions and I 
would assume they would not take 
kindly to the cold. Another way I have 
found suitable is, firstly find a not too

nations within Thailand, including a 
direct flight from Chiang Mai to the 
island paradise of Phuket in the south. 

Each year Thailand exports orchids 
worth more than $80 million to over 
20 countries around the world. Most 
are grown in the hundreds of orchid 
farms in the fertile Chiang Mai dis- 
trict. 

Chiang Mai is the natural habitat of 
forest orchids and home of some of 
the best known species of orchids in 
Thailand that belong mostly to the 
Vanda or Dendrobium families, al- 
though the number of varying species 
available in Chiang Mai run into the 
thousands. 

The conference, which will include 
exhibitions, seminars and social gath- 
erings, has been timed to co-incide 
with the height of the season in Thai- 
land when orchids are in full bloom.

Practical conservation with the use of orchid seed 


Te importation of orchid species is becoming more difficult and 
expensive because of various forms of legislation, and depredation 
of the natural habitat, and the awareness of many countries for the 
conservation of their natural heritage of their orchid species. 

The question of conservation of the orchid species in Australia is very 
familiar to orchid enthusiasts, and while we have many successful 
species, that is, their habitat is widespread, there are a number of species 
whose future is very fragile, because of the specific nature of the habitat 
in small pockets, or the safety of that habitat presently depending 
isolation and remoteness. 

The A.O.E Orchid Species Seed Bank was created because it was 
believed to be one of the more practical avenues of conservation and 
every effort should be explored that will encourage the commercial 
orchid nurseries to raise some orchid species from seed, and ideally, for 
that Nursery to promote their sales as “Nursery raised species”. 

Being practical, the commercial grower would be very interested in 
those species which may be termed ‘very desirable’ if that seed is 
available. 

The main purpose of this preamble, is to emphasise that there is an 
urgent need for the seed of these desirable species to the amateur, as well 
as the commercial grower. 

The AOF Orchid Species Seed Bank seeks your co-operation to 
encourage your friends to ‘self a few of these flowers as they come into 
flower. It is appreciated that the seed cannot be produced overnight. 
Many of the epiphytes will take 9 to 10 months to mature, and while 
many talk nonsense about conservation, here is a chance for you to do 
something really positive from the enormous number of very attractive 
species that have been imported into Australia in the past decades. 

A number of Members of the AOF have been regularly supplying 
seed, both native and exotic, to the AOF Orchid Species Seed Bank to 
their credit, making a creditable good list of the seed available, and this 
segment of the Foundation is attracting more and more attention from 
overseas orchid enthusiasts which helps to make our efforts more 
encouraging. 

It is the desire of the Foundation to enlarge this list of seed being 
available, hence this appeal to YOU personally. Dry seed, rather than 
green pods is being sought to enlarge the number of species available. 
Wrap seed in writing paper to be slipped into a small envelope. DO 
NOT USE PLASTIC WRAPPING. Let is repeat, that while seed from 
you will be most acceptable, it will be more wonderful if you can 
encourage your friends to join our contribution of practical conservation 
of the orchid species.

he first issue of the Australian 

Orchid Review is designated as 
The Official Organ of the Orchid 
Society of New South Wales. Al- 
though the A.O.R. was not 
adopted as the Official Organ by 
the Queensland Orchid Society 
until March 1937, or by the 
Victorian Orchid Club until 
March 1945, the inside rear cover 
carries details of the Victorian and 
Queensland Orchid Societies, and 
articles are included written by a 
member of each Society. Articles 
are solicited also from “members 
of any other similar Society”. 

The Officers of the Orchid 
Society of New South Wales are 
listed on the inside front cover: 

President: Judge H.F. Markell 

Vice-Presidents: Dr C.A. Jaede 

and Rev. H.M.R. Rupp

An informative history of the 
Society by the Treasurer is in- 
cluded in the first issue. This 
article describes the initial meet- 
ings of a few enthusiasts early in 
1931, which resulted in meetings 
and inspections of collections on a 
regular basis. As numbers grew it 
became obvious that a Society was 
needed and moves in that direc- 
tion gave birth to the Orchid 
Society of N.S.W. on 7th August 
1934 when the first officers were 
elected.

suggesting that the development 
of air travel may permit Austra- 
lian orchid flowers to be presented 
at overseas shows, Mr Laycock 
gives a glimpse of growing Austra- 
lian natives in Malaya, and Dr 
Soysa urges action to conserve our 
native species. 

A matter that is still of concern 
today is the use of correct (ie. 
botanical) names for orchids. E.J. 
Beard, President of the Queens- 
land Orchid Society, wrote an elo- 
quent plea to avoid the use of 
common names. It is surprising 
that, even now, people who can 
roll Chrysanthemum off their 
tongue with no effect baulk at 
Dendrobium or Paphiopedilum. 

A list of some of the orchids 
recommended to be grown may be 
of interest: Cattleya dowiana, C. 
gigas, C. labiata, C. mendelii, C. 
mossiae, C. trianae; Laelia anceps; 
Brassovola digbyana; Sophronitis 
grandiflora, S. lowii; Cymbidium 
devonianum, e elegans;

entred on the Atherton 

Tableland is a small group of 

native orchid enthusiasts, 
included among whom is Mair Swann, 
a trained botanical illustrator. How 
has a mother of five, a grandmother 
and manager of a farm in England, 
come to be painting orchids in far- 
away Atherton? 

An overland trip in the late 1970s 
from the Mediterranean to West Africa 
and then Kenya introduced Mair to 
many new plants, and she began to 
sketch them in detail. Her next trip 
was to northern Italy, in company 
with a photographer who worked for 
the Royal Botanic Gardens Kew, 
when she drew and painted terrestrial 
orchids. When her work came under 
the notice of Dr. Phillip Cribb, Mair 
was able to go to Kew, where she 
received training and _ produced 
illustrations for various publications, 
culminating in 72 black-and-white 
plates for “The Mountain Flowers of 
Southern Tanzania” by Dr. PJ. Cribb 
and Rev. G.P. Leedal. 

Following a visit to her son in 
Adelaide, Mair drove around the 
south and east coasts visiting orchid 
contacts, some of which had been 
made at Kew, and finishing up with 
Dr. Bill and Bev Lavarack in 
Townsville. It was Bill who insisted 
that she must visit the Atherton 
Tableland, and she did — to stay for 
one year with the Rev. Ron and Enid 
Collins. It was these two who 


encouraged her work, and during her 
stay with them she painted a large 
portfolio of watercolours of native 
orchids, 


which formed a much- 
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admired exhibition at the 8th 
Australian Orchid Conference at 
Townsville in 1983. 

By this stage Mair had fallen in love 
with Atherton and decided not to 
return to live in England. She bought 
an old “Queenslander”, which was 
lovingly restored with the same care 
and dedication that she applies to 
painting. The climate, the variety of 
native orchids and the support of the 
local orchid fraternity were all factors 
in her decision to live in Australia. 

Mair insists that she is not an artist, 
but a botanical illustrator: each 


painting is an accurately measured 
depiction of the individual plant. She 
finds this precision a great challenge, 
and it is this which provides the 
enjoyment that she gets from 
botanical illustration. However, those 
that have seen her work admire also 
her artistic skill in the composition of 
her paintings and in her attention to 
supplementary detail. 

To make her work available to a 
wider public Mair now has available 
four life size prints in a limited 
edition. These are available from

A knowledgeable and certainly 
kone of the most respected 
Orchid Botanists in Australia today. 
On Sunday the 17th March, 1991 the 
Australian Orchid Foundation 
recognized this fact by presenting 
Alick Dockrill with an “Award of 
Honour’. The presentation was made 
by Dr Bill Lavarack, a Senior Member 
of the Research Committee of the 
A.O.F. on behalf of the Directors and 
Members, in front of a crowd of 53 
local Orchid Identities and Members 
of A.O.F. from places as far a field as 


Mossman to Proserpine. 
Among those present at the 
presentation were notable Orchid 


names such as Claude Leroy, Ken 
MacPherson and Mal Brown. Mal and 
Alick formed a partnership with Mal 
sending Alick new plants from the 
Mcllwraith Range throughout the 
early sixties. In this way Dendrobium 
malbrownii and many others came to 
be first recorded.

Alick William Dockrill 

Alick Dockrill was born in 1915 at 
Enmore, near Sydney, one of a family 
of five. Before completing his 
secondary schooling Alick had become 
interested in native orchid species, 
mainly through the guidance of Eric 
Hayes and Percy Gilbert. These two 
were active in the orchid fraternity of 
Sydney as can be seen by a study of 
early issues of the Australian Orchid 
Review, of which Gilbert was editor. 
It was Gilbert who introduced him to 
Rev. Herman Rupp, thus initiating a 
friendship that continued till Rupp’s 
death. 

Alick commenced a comprehensive 
study of native orchids in his early 
twenties, and began corresponding 
with orchid authorities both in 
Austraha and overseas, and _ his 
interest became centred on taxonomy. 
He commenced submitting papers to 
various journals in 1954 and to date 
has over 75 published. Those who 
made a major contribution to the 
formation of Alick’s philosophy of 
orchid taxonomy include Mr. K. Mair 
of Sydney, Mr. J. Willis of Melbourne, 
Professor P. Vermeulen of Amsterdam. 
and the late Dr. R.E. Holttum of Kew.

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study was the publication’ of 
Australian Sarcanthinae in 1967, in 
which four new genera were described 
together with many transfers and 
reductions to synonomy. This was 
closely followed, in 1969, by 
Australian Indigenous Orchids 1, 
which contained drawings and 
descriptions of all the epiphytic and 
lithophytic species together with those 
terrestrials known to occur in the 
tropics; a total of 324 species and 
varieties in 72 genera. This book 
became required reading for all 
students of Australian orchids and 
remains so to this day. 


In 1966 Alick was appointed Keeper 
of the Herbarium in the Division of 
Botany Botanic Garden at Lae, Papua 
New Guinea, a position he occupied 
until his return to Australia in 1970. 
During this period he was able to 
expand his knowledge of the 
relationship of Australian orchids with 
those of the Indo-Malayan region. 


On his return to Australia he took 
up a position in the herbarium of the 
Tropical Forest Research Centre, 


CS.LR.O., at Atherton, until his 
retirement early in 1980. 

Now living in Atherton with his 
family, Alick has completed a revision 
of Australian Indigenous Orchids, 
taking into account new discoveries 
and name changes. The manuscript 
has been in the hands of the publishers 
for some time and_ publication is 
expected shortly. |

The bagasse 
is mixed with an organic binder and 
pressed between two layers of non-UV 
stabilised polypropylene. All three 
components — the bagasse, the binder 
and the mesh — are fully 
biodegradable. 

Organimat products were originally 
designed for landscaping; to stabilise 
prepared ground while the root systems 
of trees and shrubs become estab- 
lished, to retain topsoil and establish 
ground cover. 


It has recently been found that one 
of the products, Natramulch, is ideal 
for growing orchids. The photographs 
above show three ways to use 
Natramulch in orchid cultivation — in 
pots, hanging, or tied to the limb of a 
tree.

tanhopea reichenbachiana 
flowered at Collaroy one Sun- 
day in February this year. 

By the end of the day three enthusi- 
asts had photographed it. Just as well 
they wasted no time. In the intense 
February heat, the flowers were over 
the hili by Monday evening.

In keeping with its rarity, S.

celain, exude a heavy-sweet perfume 
reminiscent of jonquils. 


S. reichenbachiana was first found 
in 1879 in remote, almost inaccessible 
jungle in north-west Colombia. It was 
described by Roezl and named after its 
discoverer. 


Even into the twentieth century, few 
roads penetrated those wild, humid 
rainforest valleys on the Pacific side of 
the Andes. But now and then, over the 
years, various orchid explorers in 
Colombia and Ecuador “discovered” 
the species again, giving rise to syn- 
onymous names such as S. amesiana, 
S. lowii and S. suave. 


S. reichenbachiana is not finicky. It 
grows as an epiphyte or on rocks or 
even as a semi-terrestial. It forms a 
natural group with S. grandiflora (syn. 
S. eburnea) and S. candida but it is 
larger and more handsome than either 
of these. 


With most Stanhopeas, the fertilis- 
ing process works like this. The bee 
(not just any bee but one particular 
species of bee of precisely the night 
size) is irresistibly attracted to the 
perfume in the cavern of the 
hypochile. He scratches at it and be- 
comes hopelessly drunk. When he tries 
to fly away he blunders into the 
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column and falls, precisely guided by 
the two horns on the mesochile so 
that, as he leaves the flower, he collects 
the pollinia waiting for him at the end 
of the column. 


But with S. reichenbachiana there 
are no horns. The mesochile has, 
instead, formed itself into a chute! 

Now take a look at the photographs, 
particularly Wal Upton’s splendid de- 
tail shot of the lip. 


Imagine the fertilising bee (ident- 
ified by Dr Calaway H. Dodson as 
Eulaema leucopyga) homing in on the 
flower. Enchanted by the storehouse of 
perfume, he is guided by those se- 
ductive purple lines inside the throat 
which lead him in and on to paradise. 


Presumably he takes a Luna Park 
slide down the chute. Flapping his 
wings as he emerges, he stumbles back, 
makes contact with the column and 
collects the pollinia,. stuck firmly onto 
his thorax. Then off he flies to bring 
fulfilment to another flower. Amazing.
